Ready 


for the Evans Rally. 


The meeting of tbe McKinlev club held 


ast evening was the best attended that 
has yet been held. There was plenty of 
mthuslasm and the attendance was larger 
ban at any previous meeting. Every 
eat in the hall was occupied and many 
stood while listening to the speeches. At 
ivory meeting of the club It is evident 
hat the membership and, interest tejgp- 
dly increasing. The members are begin- 
ning to get themselves better organized. 
Last night many of them came In bodies 
rom tbe different wards.

Attorney T. M. Hobart was tbe 


Irst speaker and he made a good, sound 
ddress. He told faatu which were both 
nterosting and instructive to tho voter, 
n referring to tbe tariff he said that in 
he history of the country whenever there 
iad been a high protective tariff there 
were good times and when there was a 
arifl for revenue only there were hard 
imes. He suid that most all of the books 
u political economy were written by 
Englishmen who knew nothing of the' 
wants of this country. For this reason 
many of the mcii who hod beeii educated 
n college and knew nothing except what 
hey had learned in books bad the wrong 
den about t.he g vcrnmont of the coun- 
ry. They go on the theory that because 
good corn can be raised in this country 
ve should raise nothing but corn here 
and then sell what we don't need for the 
Manufacturing products of other couii- 
ries. The speaker said the best market 
or the farmer was a homo market so that 
his produce did not have to pass through 
he hunds of the middlemen. When u 
irotectivo tariff was first introduced the 
louth was In favor of it and New Eng- 
and, now in favor of U, was opposed to It. 
After the invention ol tho cotton gin the 
aouth was able to produce cotton in a 
state which was demanded by England 


nd other foreign countries and then.that 
>art of the country went on tho other aide 
of the tariff question. 
Tho speaker then 


traced the different tariff movemunts of 
the government and showed that when 
there was a high tariff there were good 
times and when low tariff there were 
iard times. 
He sold that for four years 


beginning with 1812 there was never a 
more prosperous time in tho history of 
any country. Tho south with the slave 
power got control of the Democratic party 
and spoiled this. In 1857 tho panic came. 
The Democrats ask why this panic did 
not came sooner it it was their fault. 
The reason it did not come sooner was 
that a largo market was opened by the 
purchase of supplies for tho Mexican war 
and tbe famine in Ireland. The Crimean 
war then took place in the greatest wheat 
belt of Europe and this made good times 
for tho wheat farmers. But the panic 
did come In about 1857. The times were 
terrible, so much so that when Buchanan 
was in office he sold 0 iier cent United 
States bonds nt 17 per cent discount 
After the war of 1881 the country fonnc 
itself in debt millions of dollars. 
Tin 


Democrats said that specie payment would 
Dover be resumed but the Republicans one 
some of the Democrats who has found in 
the war made up tbe'r minds to mako th 
greenbacks as good as gold, and they die 
it.

Tho sacred holidays for tho Jewish cult

hodox believers devote two days to this 
tolidtty. In past biblical times it was 
ernied tho beginning of tbo month and 
was signalized by the fact that whenever 
in Israelite' first observed the now moon 
t was his duty to report it to tho synhcd- 
ion at Jerusalem, which was invariably 
n session on the 30th day of tho month 
from morning till evening. After lintcn- 
ng to tbo evidence of several witnesses 
tho president declared tbe fact fay tbe 
blessing "sanctified." 
It was then pro- 


claimed throughout tbo whole country. 
Primarily this was accomplished,through 
Ire signals lighted from Mount Olive, 
iut sinco tho Samaritans employed slml- 
ar signals, which tended to mislead tbe 
lews, they resorted to messengers. If, 
lowevur, the phenomenon was Invisible, 
or messengers were belated, tbo second 
day WUH to be celebrated. 


In romots countres like Egypt, which 


could not un reached in time,tbo 30tb and 
51st days were tbo rule for observance. 
In the third century. C. E., tbe determin- 
ation for the new year was fixed through 
;hu calendar 


Ancient Celebration of the Day. 


Wbile the law did not specially declare 


that it was a holiday, nevertheless thu 
event was celebrated in tbe temple by tbe 
burned offerings and the blowing of Drum 
pets 
It seems to have become a popular 


feast among tbe people, who comraanio 
rated it rather as n convocation for their 
families. 
On snob occasion* they culled 


upon tho prophets' during the tnlmudta 
eras there were restrictions as to the per- 
formance of any labor or other occupa- 
tions; tbe women, however, abstained 
from tbe more arduous household duties, 
It was enjoined particularly that there 
should not be fasting on these days. 


This period is deemed by the Jewish 


cult as the most awful and soul trying 
period. Tbe devout rise before daybreak 
and read their Selichotb, in wblcb all tbe 
forms of transgressions of man arc enu 
mcrated, and a benign deity is Implored 
to forgive them and condone any wrong 
ful commissions. 


Instituted by the Kxlle Ezra. 


The institution of this sacred season 


was attributed to tbo eillo Ezra, who. I 
was claimed, bad largely drawn from tbi 
Babylonians tbe custom of tbo celebration 
of holidays, as Is demonstrated by tbe 
Jewish writer. Rabbi Krocbmal, who 
from historical data, clearly shows that 
the Assyrians and Babylonians celebrated 
the luna new year and day of atonemen 
pieclsley as It is observe* by the orthodox 
Jews of today, except that they addressed 
their supplications to their RUB god. Bib 
Heal exegetlcs assert, however, that tbe 
celebration of these days Is much older. 


In orthodox Judaism 
the blowing of 


tbe ram's horn is still beard and serves as 
a moat Impressive formulism. In many 
European countries tbe readers of the lit- 
anus and prayers arc olad In white 
shrouds. In tbo Jewish ghettos of tbe 
cities, among tbe denizens from Ruula 
Poland, Hungaria and oriental countries 
this procedure Is etill religiously adheret 
to. 
Every devotee roust make bin own 


confession and appeal directly tn God and 
implore His forgiveness for all sins perpe 
trated by him. They recognize no Inter 
mediator.

The registers in rooms can be controlled 
by the teacher and either hot or cold air 
or both together can be thrown into the 
room by means of a regulator behind tbe 
tPacher's desk. In each room there Is a 
grating at the point where the floor and 
wall come together. Through this foul 
air is forced out by the fresh air that 
comes through tbe window or register. 
The foul airpassses to a room in the base- 
ment where there is a large stove made 
for the purpose. This heats the ah- and 
it passes up pipes to the roof. This ar- 
rangement makes a constant circulation 
of fresh Mr through the rooms.

Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe, whodied 


at Hartford, Conn., July 1, was the sixth 
child pf a. family of 11 children, every 
one of whom attained distinction in 
literature, or oratory, or both, she 
being a daughter of Rev. 
Lynmn 


Beecher and a sister of Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher. lira Stowe was born 
at Litchfield, Conn., June 14, 1812, and 
displayed remarkable precocity at an 
early age. 
When but 12 years old 


she wrote a very strong essay upon the 
immortality of the sou4. Having tne 
misfortune to lose her mother when 
but four years of age, she was placed 
with her grandmother, a worthy and 
most sensible woman, at Guilford, 
Conn., where she remained until her 
father's second marriage, when she re- 
turned to the home roof and became a 
pupil in the academy in Liteofleld. The 
school days of Mrs. Stowe were marked 
by earnest .study and a. ready apprehen- 
sion of all that was taught, her stand- 
ing always being high in all herelasses. 


At the close of her school days she be- 


came a teacher in a seminary at If art- 
ford which had been, founded by her 
eldest sister, Catherine, but when her 
father was called to the presidency of 
Lane Theological seminary at Cincin- 
nati in 1832, the young woman aecoin/- 
panted him and there founded another 
school. Pour years later Harriet mar- 
ried Prof. E. C. Stowe, an instructor in 
the seminary, and soon thereafter the 
man and wife became actively identified 
Tilth the anti-slave movement, their 
home becoming noted for what was 
termed a "station " of the "under- 
ground railroad," by w,hlch route fugi- 
tive slaves escaped to places of safety. 
The extreme views of Dr. Beecher upon 
slavery finally led to a nearly complete 
breaking up of the. school, and in 1850 
Prof. Stowe accepted a chair in Bow- 
tloin college. 
It was here that Mrs. 


Stowe's work which has given her fame 
<n every part of the world was written.

An American living- in a city, and 


who hae never been abroad, does not, be- 
gin to appreciate the enormous advan- 
tages he has in t/he-way oC rapid transit 
by street railways over his European 
brother similarly situated. With us a 
city that still clings to her ancient 
horsecars is considered "dead slow" and 
considered not up to date. The rapid 
trolley stretches its rails in all dirtec- 
tions, traversing all of the principal 
gtreete of our cities aa<l connecting1 
them with miles and miles of their 
suburbs and often ev«n with other 
cities. In our larger cities, like New 
York, the elevated railroads or the 
cable ears daily carry their -thousands 
of passengers with the highest possible 
speed consistent with safety, recogniz- 
ing the great Amerifjan need of cover- 
ing a given distance in the shortest pos- 
sible time. 
Across the ocean all this is changed; 


there the trolley is almost, and with 
one exception the elevated road wholly, 
unknown, and Hie residents of even 
London have to depend almost entirely 
on the primitive 15ms. This seems al- 
most beyond belief to an American, but 
such is Uhe fact. 


Let us therefore glance at the differ- 


ent methods of public conveyance in 
this, the largest city in' the world. In 
London the principal means of getting 
around i& by bu&es, and it is estimated 
that there are nearly a thousand of 
them in use every day. 
The greater 


part of them are owned by the Lon- 
don General Omnibus company, and 
their semi-annual rejXM-t shows that iu 
six months they carried the enormous 
number of 53,843,477 passengers, 
the 


total distance driven being 9,001,330 
miles. 


Omibuses first came into use in 1829 


Before that time people had to get 
around as best they could. They run 
daily from 8 a. m. to 12 at night 
and the fares vary, according to the 
distance, from 1 pence to 6 pence in 
English money, or from 2 cents to 12 
cente in ours. Contrast this with our 
elevated trains running all night am" 
on. which one may ride from the Bat- 
tery to Harlem for a nickel. 


The London bus \<n a huge lumbering- 


vehicle drawn by two or three horses 
and plastered over with adveitising 
signs. They, are all double-deckers— 
that is, tlhey have seats both insidf and 
on top, the inside seats running Irafrlb- 
wise, and those on top crosswise, with 
an aisle down the center. These top- 
seats are reached by means of a spiral 
stairway from the rear. Each bus ac- 
commodates about 40 pa^engers, each 
person bftjug- entitled to a s<Jat, laid 
when all are taken the bus is declared 
full and no more ^aa&engers are admit 
ted, there being no such thing as hang- 
ing onto a strap for three o>r four miles, 
or crowding- a hundred people into a 
place intended to hold half that num- 
ber, and there is no necessity for a 
gentleman to rise and give a la<3y his 
Beat, 


As sooa as a passenger mounts a 'bus 


he takes ai seat inside or on top, as lie 
may prefer and there iaroom, both be- 
ing the same price, and the conductor 
immediately comes to.him, inquires his 
destination nml cluirges him accord- 
ingly, and gives him a ticket w hich he 
i& required to show in case of dispute, 
and which contains the principal sta- 
tions of that line, the one nearest .his 
stopping-place being punched. 
The 


ticket also contains the amount of his 
fare. In case the passenger should let 
himself be carried beyond the startion 
punched, another fare is immediately 
collected. The conductor does not an 
nounce any stops, so each person has 
to look out for himself. 


Undoubtedly the best method 
of 


transportation in London is the unde 
ground railway. This, however, only 
serves a, certain portion of the city, 
and its stations are quite widely sep- 
arated. Its fares are a trifle more thaa 
those of the omnibus company. 


In summer a great dea) of travel fui 


points near the Thames is by river 
steamboate. This traffic is all in the 
hands of the Victoria Steamboat as 
sociation, whose boats run every few 
minutes from London bridge to Chel 
sea, calling at 15 intermediate piers 
The fares are from one penny to six 
pence on week days, and double thator 
Sundays and holidays. These boats a'' 
set low in the water and have only oni 
deck, which is all open, the only protec 
tion beingan awning which is stretchei 
over a portion of the stern. As mos 
of the bridges mre ^ ery low, the boat's 
m ordc.r to pnss under them at high 
water, ha^ e to have a jointin the smolco 
stack which enables it to be lowered to 
tie -deck while passing- through 
tlif 


arches. 


For those who can afford it nothing 


can beat a cab as a ni^ams of gettiru 
around. There are two kinds of them 
the four-v\ heeler and the two-wheele 
or hansom. The hansom is by far th 
easier riding of the two, and as the driv 
er is perched up behind there is notfein 
to obstruct the view. 
The fares ar 


fixed by law, a cab hired by time cost 
ing two shillings sixpence( about 6 
ceats) per hour, while those hired b 
the distance charge accordingly, n 
fare, however, being less than omc shf 
ling. In addition to the legal fare -Uh 
driver always excepts a tip of from two- 
pence to sixpence.—Leslie's \Vc»-kly.
